Neither party, it seems tous, has proved 
itself equal to its opportunities. Since the cose 
of the civil war the democrats have not retrieved, 
nor the republicans maintaived, their historical 
character. Even if the political principles of the 
two parties were now the. same, yet 
their antecedents are different. The best claim 
of the republican party is that it represents, and 
always must represent in history, the principles 
which seemed tobe down inthe dust when 
democrats of New York were stirring up resist- 
ance to the levy of union troops, and which tri- 
umphed, in spite cof the democrats, at Gettysburg, 
Savannah and Richmond.”’ 
The Post, ina leader, remarks: ‘‘With the re- 
sult, so faras the European powers are interested 
in American politics, we on this side of the 
Atlantic have reason to be satisfied. Whethera 
republican or democrat rulesat Washington isa 
matter which now exclusively interests the citi- 
zens of the republic.

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THE EMPRESS EUGENIE, 


The New Mansion Where She Will 
Spend the Remainder of Her Unhap- 
py Life. 
Whitehall Review. 

The bouse, or ‘‘mansion,”’ which the Em- 
press Eugenie just has purchased, wes 
buiit, under the superintendence of an emi 
nent archi.ect, by the late Mr. Longman. It 
is no flinisy, inconsistent structure, but a 
substantial and admirable specimen of 
early English, the lower part of red brick, 
with dressings and mullioned windows of 


stone, and the upper also of brick, but ren- 
dered over in cement and picturesquely re- 
lieved by panels in teak. The whole build- 
ing bas a comfortable, home-like look, and 
the eye rests content on the beautifully 
wooded and park-like grounds surrounding 
it. In short, the empress’ recent purchase 
is atypeof an English country seat. A 
couple of carriage drives, with correspond- 
ing, large entramees, lead to a handsome 
portico paved with tiles, through which you 
pass to the entrance hall; beyond, up a 
flight of steps, is a stately inner hall or cor- 
ridor. Here is the principal staircase, lead- 
ing to a magnificent suite of recept 0. 
rooms. The drawing-room is superb, and 
the outlook through its bay and triangular 
wiudows on the lawn and grounds, with the 
groups of stately trees dotted here and th r., 
is thoroughly charming. Opening out of tuis 
stately salon isa smaller and more cosy one. 
The library is nearly twenty-five feet square, 
a noble, oriel-windowed chamber, harmon- 
izing with the ideas of modern refinenient. 
A word anent the first floor. You enter 
a lengthy corridor, over the inner hall, leac- 
ing io the principal bedrooms, of which 
there are eight, and two dressing rouns, 
while, in the wingof the house, approached 
by a second corridor, are six secondary 
bedrooms, and a staircase, by which you 
get to the clock-tower. On the second floor 
are eight additional secondary and servants’ 
bedrooms, each floor, bien entendu, having 
its bathrooms, The domestic offices are 
completely shut off from the inner halls; 
there area large kitchen, scullery, house- 
keepers room, servanis’ hall, pantries, 
dairy, store-rooms; extensive ranges of ce}- 
lars, with furnace and smokeroom for the 
heatirg apparatus and bathrooms. To get 
an idea of the marvelous completeness and 
self-contained character of the place, re- 
member that all the gas used in the house 
is made on the esiate, that water is supplied 
by steam power, and that there are hydrants 
both insice and out in case of fire. There 
are pleasure grounds all round the house— 
some six acres of velvet jawn and emeraijd 
turf;lawns, flower beds,terrace walks,shrub- 
beries, lawn tennis and croquetgroundg, ali 
In extreme good taste and = skiiltully 
planned. The park, which alone coyers 
sixty-eight acres of ground, and the wceod- 
lands have serpentine walks and drives: the 
timber is remarkably fine, and, beside the 
ordinary forest trees, there are some speci- 
mens of very rare conifere. There should 
be plenty of game, and as for fishing, there 
are ornamental lakes, with wooded hills, a 
boat-house, and a fishing cottage, or sum- 
mer-house, with a fire-place, so that in 
winter it will come in weil for skating par- 
ties. A cricket ground is 
planned, so there will be samuse- 
ment for every body A kitchen 
garden covers three acres, and there are

The Feet of Chinese Women, 
An American missionary, Miss Norwood 
of Swatow, has lately described how the size 
of the foot is reduced in Chinese women. 
The binding of the feet is not begun til! the 
child has learned to walk and do various 
things. The bandages are specially manu- 
factured, and are about two inches wide and 
two yards long for the ffrst year, five yards 
long for subsequent years. The end of the 
strip is laid on the inside of the foot at the 
instep, then carried over the toes, under 
the foot and round the her, the toes being 
thus drawn toward and over the sole, while 
a bulge is produced on the instep and a 
deep indentation in thesole. The inden- 
tation, it is con idered, should measure 
about an inch anda half from the part of 
the foot that rests on the ground up to the 
instep. Successive layers of bandages are 
used till the strip is ail used, and the end 
is then sewn tightly down. The foot is so 
squeezed upward that, in walking, only the 
ball of the great toe touches the ground. 

Large quantities of powdered alum are 
used to prevent ulceration and lessen the 
offensive odor. Aftera month the foot is 
put in hot waterto soak some time; then 
the bandage is carefully unwound, much 
dead cuticle coming off with it. Ulcers 
and other sores are often found on the foot: 
freq: ently, too, a large pieceof flesh sloughs 
off the sole, and one or two toes may even 
drop oft, in which case the woman feels af- 
terward repaid by having smaller and more 
delicate feet. Each time the bandage 
is taken off the foot is kneaded, to 
make the joints more fiexible, and 
is then bound up again as quickly 
as possible with fresh bandage, 
which is drawn up more tightly. During 
the first year the pain is so intense that the 
sufferer can do nothing, and for about two 
years the foot aches continually, and is the 
seat of a pain which is like the pricking of 
sharp needles. With continued rigorous 
binding, the foot in two years becomes dead 
and ceases to ache, and the whole leg, from 
the knee downward, becomes shrunk, so as 
to be little more than skin and bone. When 
once formed, the ‘‘golden lily,”’ as the Chi- 
nese lady calls her delicate little feet, can 
never recover its original shape.

OF GEORGIAS HOPES AND FEARS 


That Should be Utilized by the Histcrian That 
Our

TION: Iwill thank you fora placein your col 


assembly,to be convemed at the capital this week, 
the importance of making suitable provisions 
for the preparation and publication, at an early 
day, of a correct and complete general history of 
the state of Georgia. It is felt to be, on every 
band, a great public need at thistime. It is im- 
possible as the facts now exist, for our people to 
get anything like an accurate history of our great 
state Sucha history is. essential to the proper 
instruction ef our children. A brief reference to 
the histories of the state heretofore compiled will 
suffice to prove the present great need in this re- 
gard, 

The Rev, Mr. Hewitt, a Presbyterian divine 
who had for many years been a resident of 
Charleston, 8. C., but who left that city for Eng- 
land upon the outbreak of the revolutionary war, 
published in London, in 1779, ‘‘An Historical Ac- 
count of the Rise and Progress of the Colonies of 
South Carolina a ndGeorgia.’’ While in these two 
small octavo volumes ithe colonial history of 
Georgia is narrated at some length, the work is 
chiefly occupied with a recital of events connect- 
ed with the establishment and development of 
the colony of South Carolina. 

Mr. Hewitt’s labors ended prior to the revolu- 
tion; and his work—long since out cf print, and 
partial in its scope—has for very many years been 
inacc -ssible to the general reader. 

Shortly after the formation of the general gov- 
ernment, Mr. Edward Langworthy conceived the 
design of writivg a history of Georgia. Aftercol- 
lecting some material for the accomplishment of 
his proposed task, he removed to Maryland, and 
there died. His purposed history was never writ- 
ten, and all efforts to recover such documents 
and memoranda as he had accumulated have ut- 
terly failed. 

McCall's History of Georgia, in two octavo vol- 
umes, published in Savannah in 1811 and 1816, is 
chiefly valued on account of the traditions it em- 
bodies relating to the revolutionary period of 
the state. It concludes with the termination of 
the revolution. But few copies of the work can 
now be found, and access to its pages is practi- 
cally denied to the public. 

Many years ago the legislature of Georpia ex- 
tended aid to Mr. Joseph V. Bevan, and author 
ized him to collect, arrange and publish al! docu- 
ments in the executive office and in the office of 
secretary of state. He died, however, at the com 
mencement of his labors, and no publication was 
made. 

In pursuance of aresolution of the general 
assembly, the governor appointed the Kev. 


Charles Wallace Howard an agenton the part of 
he state to proceed to London and there obtain 
copies of all records in the colonial departments 
of Great Britain relating to the settlement and 
early history of Georgia. He brought back with 
him, as the fruit of this mission, twenty- 
two folio volu:nes, copied from original docu 
ments in the office of the boara of trade,in the 
State paper office, and in the King’s library. This 
material has been but partially utilized, and for 
the most part lics dormant to the present time 
The “Statistics of Georgia,’’ and the ‘Historical 
Collections of Georgia’’ by the Rev. Mr. White, 
while porsessing wo little interest, caunot be 
reckoved as histories. They may properly be re- 
garded asgazetteers. They. contain tood for the 
historian. 

Of the two cctavo volumes of the Rev. William 
Bacon Stevens, published, oneof them in New 
York in 1547, an the other in 
Philadelphia in 1859, it may be fairly stated 
that they are faulty, that they have sadly disap- 
pointed public expectation, and that they have 
never passed into general circulation. In them 
the history of Georgia is essayed ouly down to the 
adoption of the constitution of 1798. 

The history of Georgia for the past eighty years 
and more has never been attempted, and remains 
wholly unwritten. strange asit may seem, we 
have literally no history of Georgia as a state 
The narrative of her hopes, acts, perils, aspira- 
tions and achievements auring that period must 
be sought and obtained from wewspaper files, 
fragmentary and occasional publications, and 
from the falling memories of some, still in life, 
whose recollections of menand events extend 
backwards perhaps fifty years. These in turn 
must be supplementid by careful and tedious 
search amid the dust-covered records in the de- 
partments in Atlanta, and by # recourse to such 
jocuments as may 1 erbaps still live in the hands 
of the descendants of the iliustrious dead. 

The preparation of a general history of Georgia 
from the settiement of the colony tothe present 
time, isan undertaking which will necessarily 
involve much expense and exhaust years of 
wtient toil and laborious investigation. Year 
oy yearthe fulfillment of tuch a task  be- 
comes more and more difficult. Ink fades, moths 
invade, traditions are forgotten, and our gréatest 
grow old and die, leaving no enduring sign. 

Most of the older states of this union, and not 

afew of the younger, appreciating the import- 

ance of such publications, have already provided 

forand borne the charge of their respective state 

histories. 

Is it not high time that Georgia was moving by 

her proper representatives in this important mat- 

ter? Her need fora reliable, comprehensive his- 

tory of her own times, acts and chiidren will not 

be et Se It appears eminently proper that she 
should facilitate the consummation of a labor 

which will have for its object the intelligent con- 

wolidation of her illustrious memories, the exhibi- 
tion of the true philosophy of events which have 
dignified her annals, the portrayal of characters 
which have shed luster upon their day, and the 
certification to the present generation, and to 
those which will come after, of the reasons why 
they should love and cherish this noble common 

wealth. 

Asa Georgian proud of the record of my noble 
state, | most earnestly desire to see a truthful, ac- 
curate general history (which does.mot now exist) 
placed in our Jibraries, and made accessible to ail 
the people. The same pride animates me also in 
wishing, as I do, to see the woik consigue! to 
abie bands. It was, therefore, with singular 
pleasure I noticed a few days ago a public sugges- 
tion of the name of Colonel Charlies C. Jones, Jr., 
as the proper man to undertake aud perform the 
important work. 

‘ho is better or even half so weil prepared as 
be, for the efficient and successful performance 
of the great task? His fame as a historian of im- 
mense research and resources, and of high schol- 
larly attainments, is not limited tothe state of 
Georgia, or the United States. His eminence in 
letters, classic lore, history and science 
have won for him honorable distinc.ion in other 
lands, It is the pride of Georgians to know that 
such is his fame in historical and archaeological! 
research, that his works and writings are often 
cited as high authority by other lite: ary and scien- 
tific authors and writers. 

I know that itbas been the aim and worthy 
ambition of Colonel Jones, for many years, to 
prepare a history of Georgia that would be‘accu 

rate, full and satisfactory; and that with this 
object in view he has, during the past twenty 
years and more, with much cash and labor, 
acquired all original tracts descriptive of the 
settlement and early life of the colony: and all 
matter, printed or written, which he 
could procure bearing upon the history of 
the state. To gentlemen who have enjoyed the 
privilege of access to Colonel Jones's library it is 
well known that that ccllectien is more extensive 
and valuable than any other outside of the 
Britis. museum. 

a8 already stated the proper composition of 
such a history has been the ruling ambition 
of his life; andif the iegisiature willonly offer 
suitable encouragement to enable himto devote 
his whole time to the work, he would doubtless 
bring to its accomplishment a zeal of filial love 
that would result in a history of our grand 
old em pire state of the Fouth 
alike worthy of his high reputation and gratify- 
ing toour people. He has aiready done much 
excellent work in this line, fully indicating his 
eminent fituess for the suggested task. 

In his large octavo work entitled ‘“‘Antiquities 
of the Southern Indians, Particularly of the 
Georgia Tribes,’’ published in 1873, the abo:igin- 
al history of the region embraced within the 
present territorial limits of Georgia is fully con- 
sidered. In his ‘Historical Sketch of Tomo Chi 
Chi,” and in his “Dead Towns of Georgia,” the 
colonial history of Geo is largely considered 
and revised.

AH istory of Georgia.

Itisthe duty of the state to 
provide not only for the preservation of 
her records, but for utilizing and arrang- 
ing them in proper historical form. This 
arrangement and utilization so far as 
Georgia is concerned, will require the 
judgment of an expert, the discrimina- 
tion of a scholar, and the patience of an 
enthusiast, and an appropriation by the 
legislature is necessary to secure such 
result as would be creditable tothe state. 
We most cordially indorse the suggestion 
of Judge Hook with respect to Mr. 
True ConstTITUTION 
has already singled him out as the one 
man fitted by training, experience and 
enthusiasm for the work of preparing a 
complete history of Georgia. Mr. Jones 
has already made an exhaustive study of 
the antiquities of Georgia, and his 
various publications relating to these and 
to the more interesting events of the 
colonial period are monuments of labo- 
ious research, patriotic ardor and 

literary style. Mr. Jones’s labors in this 
direction have given him less 
fame among his own people than 
among scientific men and specialists in 
the old world. In England, France and 
Germany, the high rank of his scholar- 
ship and the importance of his researches 
have long been acknow!ledged, and there 
is no living person so peculiarly fitted to 
arrange the records of Georgia intoa 
history which shall take rank among the 
best productions of the most eminent 
scho'ars.

The Controller General's Report. 

The report of Controller Genera 
Wright for the year ending with Septem- 
ber 30th, makes a handsome volume of 
something over two hundred pages. 
Twenty-five great tables of figures are 
included in the volume, and these tables 
with the accompanying explanations set 
forth every desirable fact in relation to 
the state’s revenue. <A fuller or more 
satisfactory report has never been made 
to the governor by a state-house officer. 

The controller does not like the opera- 
tions of the act making tax collectors ex- 
officio sheriffs in certain cases, and he 
urges its amendment-or repeal. Owing 
to the change in the ending of the fiscal 
year, namely, from January to October, 
he reeommends that the time for receiv- 
ing tax returns be changed from April 
Ist to January lst, and that the time of 
returning digests be changed to April Ist. 
If this is done, the report of the con- 
troller can satisfactorily be prepared be- 
fore the meeting of the legislature. Mr. 
Wrightthinks the proposed change would 
lead to an increase in the taxable proper- 
ty and would facilitate the settlements of 
collectors. 

The tables in the report show that 
the taxable property is fourteen mil- 
lions more than it was in the 
preceding year. Mr. Wright regards this 
handsome increase as an evidence of the 
general prosperity of the people of the 
state. The report proper is concluded 
with a recommendation that all co-oper- 
ative life insurance companies doing 
business inthe state be required to 
report their extent of other busi- 
ness in Georgia. The controller evi- 
dently does not regard such organiza- 
tions as extremely desirable. 

The tables of the report present very 
many interesting facts. The payments 
on account of artificial limbs amount to 
369.870. We give below a table showing 
the aggregate value of the different 
kinds of taxable property in the state 
for the past two years:

THE PENITENTIARY. 

The principal keeper of the penitentiary 
reports that October 20, 1878, there were in 
the penitentiary 1,239 convicts, and since 
then have been received up to October 1, 
1880, 444 convicts, making an aggregate of 
1.683 in the two years. Of this number 332 
have been discharged, 80 died, 32 escaped 
and 52 pardoned—496 in all, leaving 1,187 in 
the penitentiary. As in 1877 there were 
209 convicts received, and 340 in 1878, or 549 
in the two years, against 444 in 1879 and 
1880, it will be seen that there has been a 
gratifying decrease of crime in the state. 
The decrease in deaths and escapes shows 
the humane treatment of the convicts as 
well asthe vigilant discipline preserved. 
Every effort has been made to secure the 
two-fold object of the strict execution of 
legal penalties in conjunction with human- 
ity. The grand juries of the counties 
where the camps are located maintain a 
close supervision of the convicts, and re- 
port them in excellent order and as con- 
ducted with every regard to the law and 
the welfare of this unfortunate class. 
The principal keeper recommends that 
when convicts are released from the peni- 
tentiary, some provision should be made for 
supplying them with a small sum of money 
to enable them to return to their homes. 
Without money and under suspicion creat- 
ed by their convict garb, they are driven 
sometimes to crime to get subsistence. The 
recommendation is wortby of consideration 
and I suggest further,, that provision be 
made for supplying them with citizen's 
clothes. 

THE GTATE UNIVERSITY. 

During tne year 1879, the revenue of the 
state university, at Athens, was $33,274 57. 
The total number of students was 149. In 
the last year, 1880, closing July 8, the total 
available fund was $40,035.96, of which $7,- 
276,65 was the balance from the previous 
year. The disbursements were 
$32,138.48, leaving a cash bal- 
ance of $7,897.48. The amount 
realized from tuition was $2,277.50. The 
whole number of students at Athens in 
1880, was 152, a smal! increase over the pre 
vious year. Of these, 82 werein the lite- 
rary college, 63 in the college of agriculture 
and the mechanic arts, and 7 in the law 
school. 
In the branch colleges at Dahlonega, 
Thomasville, Cuthbert and Milledgeville, 
were 1,024 pupils, showing a most remarka- 
ble patronage of these institutions and their 
value to the state. At Dahlonega were 325 
—males 245, and females 80;"at Thomasville 
180, all males, and at Milledgeville 351— 
males 165 and females 186. Adding to these 
the 112 students at the medical department 
in Augusta, and we have the large aggregate 
of 1,288 students receiving education at 
these various state institutions. 
I cannot forbear a few words of earnest 
commendation of these branch colleges. 
Their remarkably successful establishment 
in soshort a time, and the good they are 
doing, constitute the best practical com- 
mentay upon the sagacity and public spirit 
that inspired them. The North Georgia 
college last July commissioned 79 young 
men and women t9 teach in our state 
schools, and reliable returns show that the 
hers sent out from this institution in- 
_ _Cted in the fall of 1879 no less than 
05,00 children. The college at Thomasville 
was not organized until September, 1879, 
and it now has four teachers and 
177 pupils. The citizens of Thomas- 
ville raised $7,000 by private subscription, 
and invested itin connection with the cam- 
pus and buildings of the old Fletcher insti- 
tute, generously given by the Methodist 
church. ‘This college has received $2,000 
from the trustees of the state university. 
The college at Milledgeville was organized 
in January, 1880, and the old state capitol 
utilized for the purpose. With only $1,200 
of state money, this institution bas em- 
ployed 10 teachers and instructed 385 chil- 
dren. This college will get $2,000 for the 
year from the trustees of the state univer- 
sity. The college at Cuthbert began work 
September 15, 1879, and has had 4 teachers 
and 187 children. The college property 
consists of good buildings and real estate, 
which formerly belonged to the Bethel 
female college and the Cuthbert male high 
school. 
In view of the valuable work effected in 


tutions, Isubmit to the general assembly 
the question, whether the public interest 
cannot be substantially subseryed by some 


to these colleges. 


charters was generally one-balf of one per 
cent upon their net income. The object of 
the act was to test the right of the state to 
tax the railroads beyond the limits pre- 
scribed in their charters, and a method was 
prescribed by that act by which the rail- 
roads could avail themselves of all the priv- 
ileges conferred by their charters. Suits 
were instituted after the passage of that act 
against most of the railroad compa 

nies for taxes due under the act during the 
term of my predecessor ;and while taxes were 
collected against those roads which had no 
chartered exemptions, yet in most of the 
leading lines of this state, the decisions of 
the courts, either of this state or the su- 
preme court of the United States, wére 
adverse to the right of the state to recover 
any taxes beyond its chartered rate. These 
. fas. were generally for taxes due for the 
years 1874 and 1875. : 

Still, the legislature, by re-enacting the 
act of 1874—only amending it—continned 
to impose the tax, and made it the duty of 
the executive to enforce it, if possible, un- 
der the law. 

The attorney general called my attention 

to these acts, and suggested that if new suits 
were instituted against the railroads, a de- 
cision might be obtained from the courts, 

either declaring these exemptions uncon- 
stitutional, or else materially modify- 

ing them. General Toombs, who had 
been employed in the sguits aris- 
ing under the fi fas for the years 1874 
and 1875, wasalso employed at the sugges- 
tion of the attorney general toaid himin 
reopening this litigation. The comptroller 
general, whose duty it was under the law 

to issue the fi. fas., declined to do so, on the 
ground that under the decisions of the 
courts, no taxes were due by the roads be- 
yond their chartered rates, unless an ex- 
ecutive order was issued requiring him to 
doso. This order was accordingly given, 

and the fi. fas. issued. 

The report of the attorney general will 

show the result of that reopened litiga- 

tion, and that from this source, apparently 

closed, there has been collected for the state 

the handsome sum of $216,683.27. These 

collections embrace taxes from the railroads 

for the years 1874 and 1875, as well as sub- 

sequent years, with interest thereon from 

the time when due. A principle has been 

established which will result in bringing 

alarge amount of revenue into the state 

treasury annually from this source. 

The attorney general recommends some 

legislation in connection with the tax on 

certain roads, to which special attention is 

called. The attorney general further re- 

commends that, in order to secure a proper 

return of the taxable property of railroads, 

the duty of determining what taxes the 

roads should pay, should be devolved by 

the legislature on the railroad commission 

instead of the comptroller general 

A very important case is now pending, 

which involves the constitutionality of the 

act creating the railroad commission. A 

bill was filed by M. K. Jessup, surviving 

trustee of the bondholders, for the old At- 

lantic and Gulf railroad, in the 

United States court, to restrain 

the commissioners from executing the 

act to regulate tariffs. Judge Bradley 

dismissed this bill, when a second bill was 

filed by one of the stockholders of the Sa- 

vannah, Florida and Western rallroad com- 

pany, which succeeded the uld Atlantic and 

Gulf railroad company, and a preliminary 

injunction has been granted, and the case is 

now pending. As the case is one of im- 

portance, I retained General Toombs and 

Messrs. Mynatt & Howell to assist the at- 

torney general, and have paid them a por. 

tion of thei: fee out of the contingent fund. 

I respectfully call the attention of the gene- 

ral assembly to the case, and to theemploy- 

ment of assistant counsel, and request that 

= appropriation be made for paying their 

ees.

“In paying off the coupons of the $1,950,- 
000 Macon and Brunswick railroad recog- 
nized and indorsed first mortgage bonds, 
you will be authorized to accept and pay 
those only which matured July 1, 1873, and 
July 1, 1876, inclusive.” 
Tbe exclusion of the coupons due before 
July 1, 1873, was based upon the following 
considerations: The governor, under the 
law authorizing the indorsement, approved 
December 3, 1866, was required when any 
bond or bonds indorsed by the state, or the 
interest due thereon, shali not be paid by 
said railroad company at maturity, or 
when due to seize the road upon information 
of such default by any holder 
of said bond or bonds, and 
apply the earnings of said road 
to the extinguishment of said bond or bonds 
or coupons. The tiret information given by 
any holders of said bonds of default in the 
payment of interest, was on the 2d day of 
July, 1873. of default of the interest due 
July 1, 1873; and upon this information the 
road was seized, No information was 
given of default in the pay- 
ment of any interest due before this time, 
andthe executive had therefore no chance 
to protect the state’s interest, if there was 
such default; and the at autborizing the 
indorsement only provided for the applica 
tion of the earnings of the road when seized 
by the state to the extinguishment of said 
bonds or coupons.in default of the paymeut 
of which the road was seized. The coun- 
pons due on or before January 1, 1873, 
of the Macon and Brunswick railroad 
indorsed bonds, were excluded from pay- 
ment under the executive order of June 23,

‘The facts as ascer 
tioned are respectfully reported to the gen- 
eral assembly for such action as is deemed 
proper. 

THE DEAF AND DUMB INSTITUTE, 


In 1879 there were 67 pupils, and in 1530 
64 in the state deaf and dumb institute. Of 
these there were 43 males and 24 females 
the first year, and 32 males and 32 femates 
the second year. 
In 1879 the receipts of the institute were 
$15,641 94, including balance of $1,135 80 
from the previous year, and the amount 
paid out was $15,016.07. In 1880 the re- 
ceipts were $16,069.87, and the expenses 
$14.616.18, leaving a balance July 1, 1880, of 
$2 341.69, 
The superintendent calls attention to the 
fact that the accommodations are very 
crowded, no additions haying been made to 
buildings that were first used fur 40, and 
now are used for 67 pupils. There is an ab- 
solute necessity for an enlargement of the 
buildings Some 15 applications 
from colored mutes has been 
made for admission to the benefits of 
the institute. The trustees furnish a state- 
ment of the treatment given by other states 
to their deaf and dumb and they show 
thatyGeorgio is the lowest of all the states 
in the general appropriatioa for these 
unfortunates. Attention is called to the 
recommendations of the superintendents 
and trustees.

THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE, aeaiaiee 
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Governor Colquit’s Message. 
Executive DEPARTMENT, STATE OF GEOR- 
eta, JATLanta, Ga., November 3, 1880.— To 
the General Assembly:—I extend a 
cordial greeting to the representatives of 
the people of Georgia, who now assemble to 
consider the public welfarein the second 
biennial session under our new constitu- 
tion. Through the blessings of a kind 
Providence, our state has been permitted to 
grow in prosperity. There is everywhere 
inthe broad limits of the commonwealth, 
progress, order, thrift and contentment, 
All industries bave thrived. All classes 
rejoice in an improved condition, and in 
the hopefulness ofa bright future. . Our 
resources have been multiplied and devel- 
oped, The different sections of the staté 
have grown in wealth and population. 
Our credit maintains its exalted standard; 
our public debt is diminisbing; crime is 
steadily on the decrease. It is a maiter 
of congratulation to all true patriots to ob- 
serve the rapid progress ofthe state in 
moral and material development. 

In reporting to the general assembly the 
workings of the various departments and 
institutions of the state government, it be- 
comes necessary to include two years. Ac- 
éom pan ying are copies of the reports of the 
officers in charge, to which the members are 
referred for the details of each. 
STATE FINANCES. 
At the close of the first fiscal year—Sep- 
tember 30, 1878—the balance in the treas- 
ury was $295,789 68. During the year, from 
October 1, 1878, to September 30, 1879, in- 
clusive, the receipts amounted to $1,847,- 
790 54, making a sum total in the treasury 
of $2,143,580.68. The disbursements during 
that fiscal year were $1,212,671.60, leavinga 
balance in the treasury September 30, 1879, 
of $930,908.62. 
During the year from October 1, 1879, to 
September 30, 1880, inclusive, the receipts 
were $4,589,015.64, making a sum total in 
the treasury of $5,519,924. The disburse- 
ments during this fiscal year amounted to 
$4,833,683.79, leavinga cash balance in the 
treasury September 30, 1880, of $686,240 47.

The 
number of brands of fertilizers was 182 for 
this year, against 162 last year. 
The amount of money received from the 
inspection of fertililers was $59 791.53, and 
the cost of inspection was, $10,353.17, leav- 
ing a balance of $49,438,36 of revenue from 
this source that went into the treasury. Oj

The commissioner recommends a revision 
of the laws relating to the inspection snd 
analysis of fertilizers, on account of their 
ambiguity and the impracticability of exe 
cuting some of the requirements. The 
commissioner also recommends that the 
surplus of money from the inspection of 
fertilizers be used in establishing an experi- 
mental farm. 
The department has issued 148,000 copies 
of circulars and crop reports, and has now 
in press a “Manual on Cattle,”’ for distribu- 
tion. 
The commissioner includes in his report 
the report of the superintendent of fisheries 
of Georgia. InJune, overone million of 
young shad, received from the United States 
commissioner of fisheries, were placed in 
the Oconee, Ocmulgee, and Chattahoochee 
rivers. A small number of German carp 
were also distributed for ponds, The su- 
perintendent recommends a reasonable ap- 
propriation to carry on the work of stuck- 
ing our rivers with fish. 
The commissioner of agriculture calls at- 
tention to the gratifying fact of the advance 
in the agricultural prosperity of the state.

Mr. Grant urged, and some of 
the state’s counsel conceded, that he gave 
the bond to serve a tempc rary purpose, 
deemed important for the public service, 
and thought that the new bond given was 
legally asubstitute forhis bond.

Under the 
circumstances, I felt that I had no alterna- 
tive except to act upon the unanimous 
recommendation of the counsel for the state 
and accept the $35,000 as the best thing for 
the state’s interest. This offer was accepted 
pending the motion to set aside the judg- 
ment. The supreme court afterwards de- 
cided in favor of the state, but the decision 
would not have increased the chances of a 
larger recovery. 
THE MACON AND BRUNSWICK RAILROAD. 
Tbe general assembly passed an act, 
which was ie September 3, 1879, 
authorizing the lease of the Macon and 
Brunswick railroad, with the privilege by 
the lessees of purchasing the road tor $1,125,- 
000. On the 16th of September, 1879, the 
road was adveriised for lease as directed by 
the act, the lease to be made at public out- 
cry, in Macon, on Thursday, the 6th day of 
November, between the legal hours 
of sale. The road was put up on the said 
day, and the bidding was not finished when 
the legal hour of sale had closed, while in 
the confusion and rapidity of bids asthe 
clock struck, it was impossible to decide 
whose bid was entitled to the lease, and the 
highest bid obtainable had not been offered. 
The sum of $176,000 was bid as the 
yearly rent. In conformity with the 
law, the road was readvertised for lease 
on the 18th day of November, 1879, in Ma- 
con; the lease to be made on Tuesday, the 
13th day of January, 1880, in the legal hours 
of sale, and to continue from day to day 
until made. The road was knocked down 
to Mr. James M. Couper, representing a 
company of capitalists, igr the sum of $1@4,- 
000 rental,and the $10, equired by the act 
was promptly paid. In conciuding the nego- 
tiations, the lessees offered to purchase imme- 
diately, and desired an unconditional war- 
rantee deed to the road, which I did not 
feel authorized to give in bebalf of the 
state. After some delay, the lessees con- 
sented to receive the road under a deed 
accompanied with an explanatory doca- 
ment that no warrantee was given, 
save such as was authorized by the law 
of the lease and the general laws of 
the state. On the 28th of February, 1880, 
the lease and sale were concluded. and the 
road transferred to James M. Couper, 
George H. Hazlehurst, A. J. Lane and W. 
M: Johnston, as lessees first, and afterwards 
as purchasers. Ali of the provisions of the 
law were complied with. ‘The sum of $250,- 
000 in four per cent bonds of the state of 
Georgia was ye by the pur- 
chasers, and the title transferred. The pur- 
chasers have already begun to survey a 
route for the extension of the road from 
Macon to Atlanta, as required by the act 
in twelve months after the execution of 
the lease. .

COMMISSIONER OF I-AND AND IMMIGRATION. 
Under an act approved October 17, 1879, 
I appointed Mr. Francis Fontaine state 
commissioner of land and immigration—an 
office without emolument from the state. 
The commissioner entered immediately 
upon the discharge of his duties, opening 
two offices, one in New York and one in 
Atlanta, entering upon an extensive cor- 
respondence in this country and in Eu- 
rope, and printing circulars and pam- 
phlets to disseminate information of our 
soil, climate, preductions sand _ resources. 
His expenses, including the cost of his liv- 
ing, he reports at about $2 500, while his 
fees have altogether aggregated about $100. 
Agents have been appointed north and in 
Euro The matter of immigration has 
been practically inaugurated, and informa- 
tion learned as to the proper methods to 
succeed with it. 
The commissioner reports very fully his 
experience, and presents an interesting and 
instructive paper, furnishing valuable and 
detailed information on his most important 
subject. He conclndes that the best plan 
to get immigrants for Georgia is to obtain 
them in Europe,and bring them direct to 
the state by steamship to Savannah, dis- 
tributing them by ourown railroads. He 
suggests that the following changes be 
made in the act: 
A fixed salary and an office at the capitol 
in Atlanta, for the commissioner; a salary 
for one secretary, Office rent and fixtures 
provided for in the city of New York, if that 
office be continued; a fixed sum provided 
for printing, stationery, postage, etc.: and 
authority to make contracts of a business 
nature with applicants for labor, under cer- 
tain limitations, in order to defray the ex- 
nse of agents in such cities or counties in 
Surope as circumstances shall warrant, sub- 
ject to the approval of the governor or bu- 
reau of immigration, if such a bureau be 
cor. stituted. 

If immigration is to be encouraged, the 
fact must be recognized that the state must 
incur some expense to obtain its benefits, 
If additional labor is needed todevelop our 
mineral deposits, to cultivate our idle jand, 
and torun manufactories, we must go to 
work practically toget it. Mr. Fontaine 
has made a g beginning, and attention is 
directed to the record of his labors, as con- 
taining the germ of what seems to be the 
most feasible plan to secure such immigra- 
tion as we wish and need. The matter is 
commended to the careful consideration of 
the general assembly.
